He Is a 
former Twin Falls resident and 
served four years as a secretory 
to John Sanborn and la years 
to Homer Budge when they were 
representative to congress. He 
labeled the present fartn bill "a 
relinquishment of right to prop- 
erty." 

Under title four, where (he bill 
would have token agriculture 
from the voluntary to a com- 
pulsory basis. Thayn read parts 
of the power of the secretary of 
agriculture. By 1063, he said, the 
secretory would have permanent 
control of every lorm of product.

In ti- 
tle one would have given the 
secretory of agriculture the pow- 
er to set aside areas for recre- 
ational use and also the powi 
lo divert any acreage he sees fit 
into recreational areas.

Thayn sold this bill. No. 10010, 
originated a year ago, and gives 
complete authority of controls 
to the secretory of agriculture.

and prison term if controls of 
acreage allotments aren't fol- 
lowed through to the letter.
